P LASTIC flowers that look real enough to fool 
the bees are invading Canada. They come from 
factories in Hong Kong, Japan and Spain. 

They may become a serious threat to the 
Canadian flower-growing industry. 

I found a vivid spray of plastic ^Sweetheart 
roses in a grocery store, priced at 40 cents. The 
stems had ^arp synthetic thorns and there was a 
fresh glow on the roses, as if they had just been 
picked. 

Douse them in scent, hang a plastic spider’s 
web glistening with plastic dew on the tip of a bud, 
and those phony roses would deceive Luther Bur¬ 
bank. 

Plastic corsages will be useful to the thrifty 
young bumpkin who wants to recover some pf the 
money he has invested in taking a girl to a dance. 
If he feels that the evening has not been a success, 
he can demand his corsage back. 

The plastic bouquet will serve well 4it Holly- 
w'ood weddings. Bridesmaids need not hang around 
waiting to catch it. The bride will carry it off in 
her honeymoon suitca.se. Six months later she can 
wipe it with a damp clo^.and u^ it again. There’s 
a useful household Wn^or you. 

Such things really could happen. I saw plastic 
orange and apple blossoms in that grocery store.

Mr. Douglas said. “Artificial flowers can’t match 
• them for delicacy.” ^ 

I’m not so sure. The artificial blooms look ' 
frighteningly real. It worries me to see them. They 
are a symbol of the way that mankind is losing 
touch with the earth and its living things. 

Not only artificial cut flowers, but artificial 
potted plants are on the market. Ydu can buy 
plastic geraniums, fuchsia, ivy—even a plastic 
aspidistra. All of them look real. 

The new Oak Bay liquor store has a garden of 
plastic tropical greenery. Ballantyne’s put it in. 
Pots or boxes of plastic plants are ideal for rooms 
that are too dark for real plants—places like 
cocktail bars. 

There are no messy petals or leaves to fall 
Into the customers* martinis, either. 

A man will be able to have.^ 9 brilliant all- 
weather garden, anywhere in Canada. The roses, 
frangipani and hibiscas will make a fine display 
In the snow of a Winnipeg front yard. . 

A vacuum cleaner and a damp rag will be all 
the garden tools a man needs to cultivate the plas¬ 
tic lawn and the plastic flowers.

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Contest for Every Seat 


O FFICIAL nominations in Vic¬ 
toria's civic election closed yes¬ 
terday with candidates standing 
for seven seats, a contest scheduled 
in every division of the polling and 
a plebiscite on the contentious issue 
of flufvidation. Som.e of the apparent 
range of choice may be circumscrilied 
by the fact that in both mayoralty 
and council tests a (composite slate 
offered by the newly-form^ Vic¬ 
toria Voters Association is 
challenging incumbents seeking re- 
election. Public interest may centre 
on the multiple mayoralty and coun¬ 
cil polls, both concerned with the 
city’s administration: to a lesser ex¬ 
tent on the three-way contest for two 
trusteeship* in the (ireater Victoria 
area, and on the fluoridation re- 
fererice. 

(Campaigning in the. dty election 
has been under uay for some weeks, 
and is entering its final phase. We 
have already commented on the un¬ 
warranted and personal nature of 
the contest in some of its'aspects; 
the atrpnger in this community 
w hich by habit prefers to reason out 
its choice: Any group or combination 
aside, one is glad to see a man of the 
stature of Very Rev. J. L. W. Mc¬ 
Lean offering himself for service on 
the council. The electors’ problem 
would he less if more men of similar 
capacity were prepared^to .take an 
interest In civic affairis. Independent 
new entries are welcome. With 


nominations closed,- however, the 
electors will vote on the ballot lists 
as they .stand and. as it should, 
their decision will prevail. 

The main challenge in the elec- 
. tion. of course.' Is a vigorous contest 
for control of the directing influcnr^ 
in the affairs of Wictoria. Ma^'or 
Siorr-rah and four long-service aider- 
men seeking re-election with him 
can point to the sound record of 
the current administration. Former 
alderman Donald Smith. MLA, and 
a voters’ a.ssociation slate of can¬ 
didates supporting his hid for the 
mayoralty to succeed have to over- 
con^e that record and to establish 
-why. in their view, what amounts to 
a new broom should now he swept 
through the city hall. Apart frhm the 
only declared slate in the contest, 
most candidates will be adjudged as 
independent individuals o f f r i n g 
themseKes, again or for the first 
tjme, in the senice of the commu¬ 
nity. 

Although Victoiia’s voters’ list 
has changed little since the previous 
polling, the acrimonious campaign 
should draw out the voters. A 
thoughtful ballot freelX' cast in each 
and every j;li vision of the contest 
would he the best service that the 
vhting public can render. And that 
extends beyond the seats to he filled 
to the long-dicawTi out fltjoridation 
Issue. Victoria voters should .settle 
that argument now. 


^e^ected Promise 


W ORKS carried out by the Capital 
Improvement District (Com¬ 
mission have enhanced the look of 
Greater Victoria, but the provimial 
government needs to be reminded 
that the plan in no way helps the 
City with Its bu^et problems. The 
many handsome improvements which 
have been made are in the nature 
of embellishments or ornamentation 
•—all very nice to have but, like the 
gift of a TV set to a hard-pres.sed 
family, of no assistance in the meet¬ 
ing of running expenses.. 

This is not what the City of Vic¬ 
toria (Was promised, or led to hope 
for. when Premier Bennett’s govern¬ 
ment was campaigning for election. 
The Social Credit candidates on the 
public platform took note of Vic¬ 
toria’s exceptional problems as the 
seat of government, with large pro¬ 
vincial holdings exempt from tax¬ 
ation. Victoria was told that it was 
a .special ca.se which would receive 
special consideration to redress the 
inequity of tax exemptions. The„cap¬ 
ital improvement plan is all there is 
to show' for that promise; and not by 
any atretch of the word ctwld it hie 
described as fulfilment. 


In point of fact municipalities 
which have little or no provincial 
property within their boundaries ai'e 
deriving more benefit than Victoria 
itself. Public Works Mini.ster Chant 
this week made a point of the fact 
that to date the Province has pro¬ 
vided .some S7.'50,000 for beautifica¬ 
tion of the Grea1f?r"Victoria area.

Nocturnal Alarms 


L ate on Wednesday evening this 
city was rocked by a reverberat¬ 
ing blast that rattled windows and 
shook houses to their foundation.s. 
Many people gues.sed that jet planes 
breaking the sound barrier were the 
cau.se. hut many others experienced 
a degree of alarm and newspaper 
and police offices were flooded with 
telephone calls. 

It was the sudden and unknown 
nature of the explo.sion that created 
the concern, and the incident does 
give rise to some questions. Are jet 
fighters, especially foreign ones, free 
to roam the skies at night above 
Victoria and startle the inhabitants 
half out of their wits? A report from 
the MoChord Field near Tacoma In¬ 
dicated the culprits were four super¬ 
sonic U.S. air force planes flying at 
more than TfX) miles per hour.

Seattle would think and what the re¬ 
action would likely be were RCAF 


planes to fly unannounced over that 
city and scare Its citizens out of their 
he^. One su.spects it would be the 
la.st time that Canadian planes per¬ 
formed any such nocturnal ma¬ 
noeuvre. 

Canada and the U.S. are linked 
closely for their common defence, 
and training routines obviously are 
part of the liai.son. Any necessity 
for night-time flying at speeds calcu¬ 
lated to startle the citizens of coastat 
areas seems somew'hat doubtful how'- 
ever if these arc merely th^ private 
sorties of pilots. If in this instance 
they were not it is particularly 
strange that U.S. exerci.ses over 
Canada should be carried out with¬ 
out clearance from this side. Ac¬ 
cording to the facts the local army, 
naval and police authorities had no 
prior advice that the U.S. fighter 
planes would be over this city. Some¬ 
thing seems to be amiss with the 
co-ordination of defence measures in 
these parts. t

P RIME Minister Nehru has Iqld 
down three corfditions precedent to 
talks on the border issue between him- 
%elf and Chlne.se Premier Chou En- 
lai. For UUcr, he maintains, can be 
useful only after some relaxation of 
border tension. 

The first stipulation is that of i 
withdrawal of all Indians and Chinese 
from the disputed area in the Kash¬ 
miri province of Ladakh. Secondly, 
Mr..Nehru demands the Cliinese evac¬ 
uation of the Longju outpost on In¬ 
dia's northeast frontier, both sides 
should enter into an agreement not to 
taend out patrols. 


The effect of Red Chineiie aggres¬ 
sion is manifest In a note of increased 
firmness which has crept Into ths 
Indj«n prime minister’s language, 
and to which he has been more or less 
goaded hy an aroused public opinion 
in India. 

It is most significant that the ten¬ 
dency to a stiffening attitude is 
equally perceptible In the latest 
statem.ent of pnf whose thinking is 
very close te Mr. Nehru s -his si.ster, 
Mme. Vijaya Pandit, a former presi¬ 
dent of the United Nations Oneral 
Assembly. 

Mme. Pandit’s attitude to world 


problems (‘ontinued to be substan¬ 
tially that expies.^ed in a New York 
utterance of 1960, while she was In¬ 
dian ambassador to the United .States. 
“Each country that takes sides.’’ she 
said then, “continues to build up the 
hysterical front.”

It did so. by ordering every 
radio and television station Irf 
the IJ^S. to submit within 30 


days complete information on 
the financing of its programs.

.sent to all of the 5.236^ radio 
and television stations licen.sed 
by the FCC. The action clearly 
stemmed from the recent con¬ 
gressional diHelosui>ji of TV 
quiz show scandals and a com- 
I ing investigation of "payola,’* 
the practice of paying disc 


lockeys to play certain ripcords 
on rhe air. 

Payola oc any other type of 
hidden commercial practice is 
illegal under the Communica¬ 
tions Act of 1934 which crealefl 
the FCC to police the broad¬ 
casting Industry. Anyone 
found guilty of breaking this 
law could face a maximum 
penalty of $10,000 or one year 
in prison or both.

pay-as-you-play rinks, a new 
era has^dawned for the Royal 
and Ancient game. * 

The enthusiasm of thou 
sands of newcomers is expand¬ 
ing the girth of curling to a 
point whare It threatens to 
"bust Its britches ’* When 
cowntless golfers, who have 
benefited by the aid of pro- 
‘Sessional instruction, turn 
their idle hands in winter to 
the intricacies of a new game 
on ice with rocks and brooms, 
they too are anxious to leain 
the rudiments , in 10 easy 


lessons and want none but% 
the best to teach them. Thus 
‘■profes.slonallsm.’’ a term dis* 
ta.steful to many of the older 
defenders of the idea that 
curling is an amateur sport, 
has raised its unfamiliar head., 

As long as curling was con-' 
ducted at a quiescent level' 
and practised quietly behind 
closed doors by the brother-; 
hood, with only a lew new 
members initiated into *-tihje^ 
secret rites each year, there 
was no need for paid In- 
strjiirlors. But in the past 10 
years the tidal wave of curl¬ 
ing interest has swept a 
multitude of new curlers into 
the 2.000 clubs and there is 
no sign of the crest being 
reached yet. 

Whether we likew it or not 
profesaiotial instructors are 
badly needed in curling today 
to cope with the insatiable de- 
' manda of new players who do

not want the trial-and-error 
method of learning. If Can-, 
ada's buoyant economy con-' 
tinues we are going to see a 
fal£ sprinkling of "pros" over 
the country during the next 
few years.

Now to the bl^ question ' 
should these curling proa be 
allowed to enter district and 
provincial competitions? .-The 
answer is an unequivocal 
. Yes! Hei'e are the reasons: 

First, professionalism in 
curling cannot be compared 
with a similar occupation in 
golf. Curling is a team game 
re<iuiring .the-expert play of 
four men to win any major 


competition, and as a club can 
not noi mally afford the luxury 
of more than one pro. ‘ any 
team rqi>resenting it will not 
be playing with a packed rink 
(or a limit of one pro j>er team 
could be imposed, t 

Secondly, the |>aid instructor 
or manager is usually so an 
sorbed, in bis duties that his 
partic'ipation in bonspiels will 
be limited; therefore his of- 
fectivene.ss reduced. For my 
money a curler who has an 
occupation that aPows him to 
curl ail winter and live on the 
bonspiel trail has a greater 
right to be tabbed a profes¬ 
sional than a busy curling in¬ 
structor or rink manager. 

In addition, a capable coach 
needs an occasional opportun¬ 
ity to keep his own g\pie in 
respectable condition if he is 
to be an effective teacher of 
the finer point* of strategy 
and play. 


As soon as curling profes¬ 
sionals reach the status of th* 
travelling golf pros who play 
in mon#‘y tournament.s. then 
the rule makers will have to 
act. But that is years away. 

In the meantime, our ever- 
increasing new curlers ne«*d 
badly the services of profes¬ 
sional instructors to get them 
off to the right start. Heaven 
only knows that the mortality 
rate was among noti^pa^a, 
under the old system of "Thi* 
is the in turn and here is the 
•ou't-iurn. Go ahead and shoot"* 
Hundreds of frustrated new¬ 
comers quit after one agoniz¬ 
ing .season. 

Let's not get too concerned 
about this handful of paid in¬ 
structors playing in top flight 
competition. Their presen,^ 
will do curling more good than 
hai rr^

He decisiohed Ernie Schaaf and Johnny Risko, knocked out 
Tony Galento. knocked out and decisioned Kingfish Levinsky 
and even when he was far past his prime, split two decisions 
with Tommy Farr. 

His greatest moment came In New York on June 8. 1933. 
That was the night He kpocked out Max Schmaling, batter¬ 
ing the German so mercilessly that the referee had to stop 
the fight after 10 rounds. Schmeling was only 28 then and 
at his best He was .33 when Joe I„oui8 practically annihilated 
him with that one-punch, first round knockout.

Nature Must Aid 


By M. V. C HKS.M’T. ML MS 

The frowing interrtt In floral art 
and flower arranging is having a pro 
found effect upon our gardens these 
day«. At one time, we men were per¬ 
mitted to huy and plant our flower¬ 
ing shruba tvith an eyVTo their effect 
on the landiicape. Nowadays we must 
consult first with the floial art addict 
In the family. «nd approval is granted 
only when the proposed shrub is 
capable of providing sprays of flowers 
for interesting indoor arrangements. 

Fortunately, there are lota of good 
shrubs and small trees which ,are 
good pel formers in both roles--a 
showpiece lor the garden and a 
source of cut flowers, and one of the 
best is the Snowy Mespllus, Arne* 
lanchler canadensis, which covers 
Itself with delicate white blossoms 
In^ April. 

♦ e * 

Flower arrangers go quite mad 
about this subject, for its sprays are 
so attractive and can be u.sed in so 
nianv different ways. Cut in the bud 
stage, with the ends split or iru.shed. 
these branches last a surprisingly 


. long time in water. The young, leaves 
are a lovely bron/y tint, and in the 
autumn they turn a brilliant crimson. 

The Barberry family provides not 
only blossoms ami berrie*., buf 
glorious foliage as well, and the bet Her 
the .soil, the better the quality of the 
sprays for cut flower work. Probably 
the most useful in this respect is the 
Oregon Grape, Mahonia aquifolium, 
with holly like foliage in a beautiful 
glossy green in spring, with a more 
bronzy cast in fall and winter. The 
blossoms are lemon yellowr quite 
showy and very fragrant, and these 
are followed by edible blue berries. 

♦ s s 

Sprays of Mahonia can add con¬ 
siderable Interest and distinction to 
any arrangement, either in- the blos¬ 
som or berried stages. The foliage in 
its bronze stage is a wonderful mixer 
with chrysanthemums or the shaggy 
dahlias. 

I have mentioned before the value 
of catkin .sprays from filbert trees In 
floral arrangements. Naturally, the 
nut .crop is going to suffer if the 
floral art addicts pinch all the male 


calkins, but there is another shrub 
with catkins which can be robbed 
w'ithout loss. This is the male form 
of Garrya elllptica. named for Nicho¬ 
las-Garry.’ secretary to the Hudson's 
Bay Company in its early West Coast 
daysk

Garrya is a handsome evefgrwn 
shrub with glossy green foliage. The 
dangling catkins are even longer than 
those of the nut trees, greeny yellow 
In color, and appearing as early as 
February In .some years. 

Another excellent dual • purpose 
.shrub is the happy Forsyihla. which 
blooms before the leaves appear. 
While the normal blooming period is 
in April. Forsythla Is probably the 
best of all th^ shrCibs for forcing. 
The bare stems can be cut as early 
as January, and the entrancing beauty 
of these stark branches coming to life 
Indoors and opening their golden bells 
is really something to see. 

The best varieties for cutting are 
the excellent n€*w Lynwood Gold, F'or* 
.sythia intermedia spectabllis. and 
Forsythla vlridlssima.

Although the postal author!- i 
ties didn’t say It. there is ond 
other course of action for 
those complaining. 


They can accept the ma 
terial.’theh place it in a sealed 
envelope without their return 
address and without postage 
and mail It hack to the sender. 
It’s a longstanding postal 
rule that mail not bearing 
postage carries double indem¬ 
nity to tTte addressee on de¬ 
livery. 

The advertiser could, of 
coui-se, refuse to accept de¬ 
livery of the collert material. 
In that case it would go to 
the dead letter office. 

The past office will not 
agree to ban one class of mail 
from any one address, postal 
authorities said.
